Soon after the retreat of Greene,
Jackson was surprised tohear that his mo-
ther was in town.  From the moment her
boys were taken prisoners, she had not
ceased to devise means for their releasc.
She had lingered round their prison walls,
and prayed and weptin secret, over their
fate. At length, through her influcnce,an
exchange was effeeted, and Andrew and
Robert, together with five others were sct
at liberty in return for thirteen British sol-
diers, who had been captured by a Whig.
The spectacle those two sons presented ‘to
their mother, was enough to break her
Spartan heart. The wound in Robert's
head had never been dressed, and he look-
ed haggard and wan, while the faces of
both showed that they were infected with
the small pox. The hospital was the pro-
per place for them instead of the high-
way, still they resolved to start for their
home. “They had means only sufficient
to procure two horses, one of which was
given to Mre. Jackson, while Robert was
laced on the other, supported by his fel-
ow-prisoners.

The sudden stroke of good
fortune instead of intoxicating him, as it
would have any other character, sobered.
The youthful follies to which all are sub-
ject, and which, in his case, were the re-
sult of his lonell}- condition, and the excite-
ment they furnished him, were suddenly
thrown aside, and he resolved to change
at once his whole course of life. Mount-
ing his horse, ie turned his Lead home-
